EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -1 3 are allowable over the prior art. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 , Norton et al 5,841 ,1 32 and Morton et al RE37,969 E both 
disclose optical displacement sensors with disks (10, 12) and detector arrays (22). Data 
processor (24) is used to analyze the signal received in array (22). However, the prior 
art does not disclose the use of the detected image to determine the position of the 
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center of the nnodulating element. As a result, independent claim 1 and dependent 
claims 2-13 are allowable over the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
